The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  increase  in  population  between  1965  and 
1966  was  1,920. 

Birth  Rate 

During  1966,  759  live  births  occurred  in  the  District,  418  being  male  and 
341  female.  The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  thus  18.40  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  17.7  for  England  and  Wales  in  the  same  period.  For  comparison, 
the  1965  figures  were  20.35  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and  18.0  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  decrease  in  1966  being  due  to  an  increase  of  population  during 
the  year.

During  1966  there  were  332  deaths  in  the  District,  152  male  and  180  female. 
The  adjusted  death  rate  was  9.25  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  9.25  for 
England  and  Wales.  For  comparison,  the  1965  figures  were  7.81  per  1,000 
population  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and  11 .5  for  England  and  Wales,

During  the  year  13  deaths  of  infants  occurred.  9 of  which  were  neo-natal, 
i.e.  death  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  None  of  these  deaths,  in  my 
opinion,  were  likely  to  have  been  prevented.

Of  these  additions, 
6 were  fresh  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  4 of  which  were  pulmonary  and  2 
non<=pulmonarys  7 were  notified  cases  who  had  come  to  live  in  the  District. 

As  regards  removals  from  the  register,  4 cases  were  concerned  with  people  who 
had  gone  to  live  outside  the  District  and  7 cases  which  had  been  removed,  due 
to  recovery  from  the  disease.  This  I consider,  to  be  satisfactory.

Ilie  Paediatric  Consultant,  Dr.  Blandy,  is  available  for  consul tatioh 
in  the  case  of  these  babies,  his  services  having  been  made  possible  on  a 
part-time  basis  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board.

Home  Help  Service. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a home  help  service  and  assistance  can 
be  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  to  the  County  Medical  Officer, 

The  service  covers  the  following  types  of  cases ;- 

(1)  Maternity  cases,

may  be  remitted  in  necessitous  cases.

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  for  inclusion 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year 
1966. 

At  long  last,  after  a number  of  years  of  negotiation  and 
frustration,  we  were  able  to  move,  without  fuss,  on  December  19th,  1966 
the  refuse  vehicles  and  men  to  a depot  situated  at  Langar,  The 
building  was  used  as  a recreation  centre  for  the  Canadian  Services  - 
it  provides  covered  garage  accommodation  for  all  the  vehicles  and  has 
also  purpose  built  rooms,  showers,  toilets,  drying  room  (for  men's 
clothes)  together  with  canteen  facilities.  An  attached  building 
(previously  used  as  a bowling  alley)  has  been  converted  into  a paper 
baling  store, 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  well  established  throughout  the 
district,  despite  the  fact  that  on  occasions  2%  of  the  labour  force 
has  been  absent  through  sickness,  injury  or  holidays.  In  order  to 
maintain  a weekly  collection  service,  consideration  should  be  given 
for  the  use  of  paper  sacks  or  plastic  bin  liners  for  all  isolated  farm 
and  other  properties.  Such  a scheme  could  be  operated  by  employing 
one  driver/loader  using  a small  vehicle. 

The  deposit  of  litter  on  the  highways  and  byways  is  a disgrace  to 
the  district  and  it  is  a never  ending  problem  for  those  responsible 
for  its  removal.  It  is  all  the  more  senseless  when  it  is  realised  that 
the  local  authority  will  remove  the  articles  on  request.  More 
complaints  are  received  about  the  cleanliness  of  the  streets  and  this 
will  eventually  entail  the  provision  of  a suction  road  sweeper. 

Routine  inspection  visits  to  shops.  Offices,  Cafes,  Food  Shops  and 
Slaughterhouses  were  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support,  to  all 
officials  of  the  Council,  and  especially  to  members  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times.
